T have read with interest, but not 
with agreement, the communications in 
the Townsman of August 8th, protesting 
the opening of the Movies on Sunday.

If any man, woman, Of child can go 
to the Movies as frequently as 1 do and 
fail to have his or her “mental area 
enlarged and enriched” he or she would 
be a hopeless case for the educator. | 
believe there is no question raised on the 
educational value of the motion pictures. 

Question three: Will it give a keener 
sense in God and our obligation to him? 

There are few institutions that 
function so near like the Church as the 
Movies. “From. the carliest’ recorded 
times or ages the moral education of 
mankind has proceeded upon a system of 
illuminating the miseries of vice and the 
glorious prospects of virtue, and = de- 
picting them in terms far beyond the 
fact.” The drama, visualized in 
motion pictures, generally embodies the 
struggle between the forces of evil and 
good, with the good ever the victor. 
Those who believe that the influence 
of God pervades all human thought and 
action, can not fail to have a keener 
appreciation of what God stands for by 
the portraiture of real social life so 
favorable to the success of the moral 
clement. ‘The good always prevails in 
the Movies. 

Bain says, “The spectacle of disaster 
from want of forethought, from quarrels 
and dissentions, awakens the thought- 
ful mind to the value of the leading 
prudential virtues.”

This brings us to the legal aspect of 
the question. The laws of the State 
have given the people the right or 
privilege to attend the Movies on Sun- 
day, and the proprietor the privilege 
to open his place of amusement. on 
Sunday on condition of a license. When 
the laws of a State grant a right. or 
privilege to the people, no one has a 
right to nullify that right’ or privilege 
except through the legal agencies of the 
State. Unless the law gives local offi- 
cials absolute power to give or refuse 
a license at their will and pleasure, I 
do not see how they can refuse a license 
fall the provisions of the law are 
complied with by the petitioner, Such 
a law would be arbitrary and conse- 
quently unjust’ and undemocratic. — It 
is Just as much the duty of officials to 
grant rights and privileges within their 
power as to enforce the laws. The 
people are entitled to exercise all the 
rights granted to them by the govern- 
ment, and those who do not wish to 
exercise any of these rights have po 
right to infringe upon those who do. 

A good formula of justice for all of us 
to follow is: “Every man is free to do 
that which he wills, provided he in- 
fringes not the equal freedom of any 
other_ man,” ;
